Men in Uniform 


GI's in Palm Springs took V -J 
day in stride. 
News that it was all over and 
that World W ar II w as at an 
end seem ed first to have little 
effect on the m en and women in 
uniform w hen 
it 
w as 
flashed 
Tuesday afternoon. 
First im pact of the news of 
the Japanese surrender seemed to 
stun patients and personnel at 
Torney G eneral Hospital and m en 
and women a t the 5th OTU air 
base here. 


STRANGE SILENCE 


A startling reaction to air base 
personnel and V illagers was the 
strange quietness th at prevailed 
W ednesday and 
yesterday. 
It 
finally daw ned on them that there 
were no airplanes in the skies. 
The tw o-day holiday was in ef­ 
fect. It was the first time in 
three years th a t 
the 
drone 
of 
planes above the Village was not 
heard. 
At Torney G eneral Hospital the 
news came ju st as supper trays 
were being prepared for even­ 
ing service 
on the w ards and 
am bulatory patients w ere cueing 
up in mess lines, the news a p ­ 
peared to cause alm ost no a p ­ 
preciable stir for the first hour. 


QUIET COMMENTS 


Then patients 
and 
personnel 
living on the post gathered around 
radios on the wards, in barracks 
and in the G arden, w here the 
Inform ation 
and 
Education 
Branch had set up a loudspeaker, 
to hear subsequent new s reports 
and flashes of the victory cele­ 
bration around the world. 
Com m ents w ere quiet and lis­ 
tening intense as m en who had 
fought w herever A m erican blood 
had w ashed the earth, hung on 
every word of the surrender news. 
Not until they had 
heard the 
em otion-packed voice of Em per­ 
or H irohito calling upon all J a p ­ 
anese to surrender arm s, and the 
subsequent announcem ent from 
the W hite House of the Japanese 
full acceptance of the Allied u n ­ 
conditional surrender term s did 
the tenseness of the first d ra­ 
m atic hours subside. 


FAVOR PROCEDURE 


Comm ents varied, w ith the m a­ 
jority voicing approval of retain­ 
ing the Japanese em peror as a 
puppet m outhpiece for the Allies. 
Considerable 
praise 
w ent 
to 
broadcasting companies for the 
m anner in which this most his­ 
torical news and the w orld-wide 
celebrations w ere handled. 
By nine o’clock w hen Torney’s 
first all hospital broadcast “G et 
In or Give O ut” w ent on the air, 
the audience which filled the Red

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Pawn of Aerial and Sea Battle Now 
At Local Army Air Base; Finally 
Describes Thrilling Channel Rescue 


There is a reason why this story is more than two years late in 
telling, and all of the excuses for its belatedness are wrapped up in 
the tall, easy-going, soft-talking and self-effacing 24-year-old Cap­ 
tain Calvin A. Swaffer of Memphis, Tennessee, the chief actor in 
this, a life and death drama. 


His presence as a member of*?* 
the 
5th 
Operational 
Training 
Unit, Ferrying 
Division of the 
ATC, Palm Springs during the 
last two years instead of a Ger­ 
man prison camp, hinged on the 
victory of English rescue boats 
who fought a gun duel with Ger­ 
man boats in enemy waters of 
the Channel 
before 
one could 
pull him and the crew of his 
B-17 out of the water. And so 
tenacious was the struggle over 
who would be his rescuers, Eng­ 
lish 
Spitfires 
and 
Typhoons 
fought a deadly dog-fight with 
Folke-Wulfs who were attem pt­ 
ing to lend support to their allied 
surface craft. 
IN EARLY PERIOD 
All this happened during that 
period of 
the 
European war, 
when Hermann Goering’s yellow­ 
nosed Folke-Wulfs Squadron ar­ 
rogantly roamed the skies over 
Hitler’s Europe. 
In addition to 
fighter opposition from the en­ 
emy, in those days, the ack-ack 
batteries wrote their thin fiery 
sentences of death that ended in 
periods that exploded against the 
sides of our bombers—later to be 
summarized in the news that ‘‘20 
bombers failed to return from to­ 
day's mission.” 
Captain Swaffer was flying his 
crippled 
and 
burning 
Flying 
Fortress back from his last mis­ 
sion, the 25th. It was the one he 
and his crew had been sweating 
out, he said, and their return to 
England would 
mean rotation 
back to the United States. 
‘‘About 30 
seconds 
from our 
target, the Folke-Wulf factory lo- 
vated in Villacoublay near Paris, 
our number one engine was set 
on fire by ack-ack.” 
SHIP IS HIT 
He said he kept his B-17 in for­ 
mation for the bomb run but in 
that moment 
when 
his engine 
was hit, and just about when the 
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Beaumont

sort of ‘‘mushed” down to meet 
a bed of exploding ack-ack shells 
Number three and four engines 
were completely knocked out by 
this burst, leaving the ship with 
only one good engine and anoth­ 
er one on fire. 
From that moment on, as the 
young Captain related the story, 
his ship began losing altitude at 
the rate of 600 feet per minute, 
and he calculated that he could 
jqst 
about make the 
English 
Channel before crashing. 


SPITFIRES TO AIDE 
Out 
of 
formation now, 
six 
Folke-Wulfs started to attack his 
ship. By 
evasive 
action, Capt. 
Swaffer tried to keep his ship 
out of the enemy’s line of fire 
while the crew were jettisoning 
everything that could be moved 
out of the plane in order to keep 
it aloft. 
“I radioed for help to England, 
and when we hit Le Havre six 
English Spitfires came to our as­ 
sistance and engaged the Ger­ 
mans,” the Captain recalled. 
Ten miles 
over 
the Channel 
and still far from England, he de­ 
cided to 
“ditch” 
the airplane. 
But first he went back to see if 
his crew were in the right posi­ 
tions for a water crash. 
NO LIVES LOST 
“We first hit the surface of the 
Channel rather lightly, but be­ 
fore we actually settled, the ship 
hit a wall of water with a ter­ 
rific shock. Just the same, it was 
the first successful ‘ditching’ of 
a huge bomber in which no lives 
were lost,” the Captain said. 
WATCH DOG FIGHT 
Everything worked with pre­ 
cision and the abandoning of the 
ship which disappeared beneath 
the 
Channel showed excellent 
team work. 
“We had practiced 
the day before for more than an 
hour,” 
Captain 
Swaffer 
said, 
“and it paid 
off 
in good divi­ 
dends.” 
M eanwhile the 
Folke-Wulfs 
had made 
another appearance 
and almost at once they were en­ 
gaged by English Spitfires, which 
had been circling the area of the 
ditching, just 10 
miles off the 
coast of France. Bobbing around 
in the two rubber dinghies, the 
crew of the sunken Flying Fort­ 
ress watched the dog-fight. In a 
m atter of 
seconds, 
the Captain 
recounted, the pilot of a Spitfire 
had his plane “shot” out from 
under him. but was later saved, 
while a Folke-Wulf went down 
in flames. 
FROM BOTH SIDES 
• About this time, the Captain 
said, 
a 
boat was approaching 
their rafts from the English side 
of the Channel, and another one 
from the French side, obviously 
manned by Germans. But the la t­ 
ter one never reached their side. 
It was engaged by other English 
boats the crew never even knew 
were near by. 
The Nazi planes and surface 
craft driven off, the Americans 
were fished out of the water by 
the British rescue boats and tak­ 
en to safety. 
Captain Swaffer, whose wife is 
here with him in Palm Springs, 
intends to return to Memphis. 
Before he enlisted with the Royal 
Canadian Air Force, from which 
he later transferred to the U. S. 
Army, he was attending school. 
He had hoped to become a me­ 
chanical engineer and intended to 
enter the University of Tennes­ 
see. 
His duties with the 5th Opera­ 
tional Training Unit are teaching 
former combat and other pilots to 
fly the C-47 the Air Transport 
Command way.
